V Jeir maximum registration in the 
b itte r prim ary fights of the last 
tw o years and still there is an its 
crease. 
The 
republican 
leaders 
are loath to agree th a t much of 
th e Increase 
Is 
dem ocratic 
but 
th ere Is evidence unquestionably 
of a dem ocratic gain. 


What Is Smith Strength? 


Opinions do not differ m aterial­ 
ly as to Sm ith’s strength in Chi­ 
cago but there 
again one hears 
conflicting reports. 
Some repub­ 
licans are ready to concede that 
Chicago will be carried by Smith 
but they are confident th a t Cook 
county will go for Hoover. Here­

Davenport, Iowa, Oct. 16—(ZP)— 
W inter made a flying assault on 
the middle and 
southern 
Rocky 
Mountain 
range 
states 
today, 
spreading a thick mantle of snow 
over the area as the season’s Aret 
storm was driven down from the 
northern states of Montana and 
Wyoming. 
The greater part of Colorado was 
planketed in white. 
Moving swift­ 
ly from the north, where it left a 
toll of one dead and ham pered air, 
rail and motor transportation, the 
storm belted the Colorado moun­ 
tain and plain areas and made it­ 
self felt in northern New Mexico 
and adjoining state. 
On the crest of Pikes Peak near 
Colorado Springs, more than 14,000 
feet above sea level, three persons 
were left stranded by the elements. 
A storm enveloped the peak and the 
little party found itself unable to 
penetrate 
the 
huge snow drifts 
which blocked the highway. 
They were safely housed in the 
summit house a t the peak tonight, 
waiting the arrival of a cog road 
train to take them to safety tomor­ 
row. 
Four other m otorists were 
marooned at Olencove, about mid­ 
way up the m ountain on the auto­ 
mobile road, where 16 inches of 
snow made the highway im pass­ 
able. 
In Wyoming, Joe Miller, 65, a 


sheep herder, was frozen to death. 
Air mail planes 
resumed 
their 
flights in Wyoming today after hav­ 
ing been delayed in some instances 
as long as four days. 
In many parts of Colorado rain 
and snow fell steadily throughout 
the day. 
There was an exception 
in 
western 
Colorado, 
however, 
where the sun m elted yesterday’s 
heavy snowfall and enabled some 
400 deer hunters to have a better 
chance to return to their homes. 
Arva Matls, 19, of Telluride, tram p­ 
ed Into Stoner, Colo., to tell a tale 
of 18 miles of 
steady 
trudging 
through heavy snow. 
He had be­ 
come sepaarted from two compan­ 
ions on a deer hunt and members 
of search parties who hunted for 
him yesterday were of the opinion 
he owed his rescue to his knowl­ 
edge of the mountain country. 
The three-day open season on 
deer in Colorado closed last night 
and R. G. Parvin, state fish and 
game commissioner, said he be­ 
lieved the storm has saved the 
lives of many deer. 
Parvin said 
low visibility had prevented the 
hunters from finding many deer. 
Some 10,000 people went deer hunt­ 
ing, he said, and many of them 
were caught in the storm. 
Continued rains in the northern 
part of Colorado hampered the dig­ 
ging of sugar beets.

W ashington, Oct. 16—(ZP)—A spe­ 
cial prayer for Independence Day 
was approved by the house of bish­ 
ops of the Episcopal church today, 
following a spirited debate in the 
general convention of the church. 
The proposed service was attacked 
as a religious act 
which 
would 
keep alive the hatreds of the Revo­ 
lutionary war. 
Bishops Boyd Vincent of south­ 
ern Ohio, Thomas F. Gailor of Ten­ 
nessee and W illiam T. Manning of 
New York led the attack against 
ratification of the new prayer. The 
proposal was carried by one vote 
more than the constitutional m ajor­ 
ity of 67. 
The disputed service reads in 
part: 
‘ Oh, eternal G od,-through whose 
mighty power our fathers won their 
liberties of old, grant, we beseech 
thee, that we and all the people 
of this land may have grace to 
m aintain these liberties in right­ 
eousness and peace.” 
The word “enemy” is used sever­ 
al limea in the gospel for this ser­ 
vice, taken from St. Matthew, and 
a vengeful god la referred to in 
the epistle, taken from the tenth 
chapter of Deuteronomy. 
Bishop 
Vincent said: “Why should we per­ 
petrate in a service of this church 
the Idea of our enemy?”

Greeley, Fusion Candidate, Fails To 
Defeat Grant In Election of 1872 


RY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 
A uthor of T he American Govern­ 
m ent. 
W ashington, D. C., Oct. 
16— 
The Civil W ar did 
not 
destroy 
the Democratic party, although it 
sent the Republicans on the road 
to a long series of victories. 
In 
1864 the 
Dem ocrats 
nom inated 
General 
George 
I). McClellan 
against Lincoln. 
He 
won only 
the electoral votes of Delaware, 
New Jersey and Kentucky. 
The 
seceding states of course did not 
vote. 
In 1868 Grant was the Re­ 
publican nom inee 
and Seymour 
the Dem ocratic choice. 
The la t­ 
ter m anaged to carry his home 
state of New 
York, 
Delaware, 
New Jersey, Kentucky, M aryland, 
Louisiana, Georgia 
and Oregon. 
Mississippi, Texas 
and 
Virginia 
took no part, and carpetbag gov­ 
ernm ents in Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, North and South Carolina 
and Tennessee returned a vote for 
the Republican 
ticket. 
The 
South wm still full of northern 


soldiers and had not yet taken Its 
politics into its own hands. 
In 1872 the 
still 
uncertain 
Democracy w ent into a campaign 
w ithout a candidate of its own, 
and learned a lesson which has 
been taught a great many fusion- 
ist efforts in American political 
history. 
Sucoessful as General G rant had 
been as a sqldler, he was a dis­ 
appointm ent to a great many of 
those who had elected him P res­ 
ident. 
Both In his judgm ent of 
men and m easures he succeeded 
in arousing 
b itter 
antagonism s 
within his own party, and present­ 
ly he found th a t tw o-thirds of 
those who had been delegates to 
the Republican 
conventions 
of 
1856 and 1860 had broken with 
him. 
His Secretary of W ar, W illiam 
W. Belknap, and his Secretary of 
tile Navy, 
George M. Robeson, 
were accused of all sorts of graft. 
C harles A. Dana, In the New York 
Sun, thundered every day against 


the "R obbers 
at 
W ashington,” 
and Horace Greeley joined the re ­ 
volt w ith his Tribune. 
The coalition between the dis 
affected Republicans and the D em ­ 
ocrats began In Missouri. 
The is­ 
sue was am nesty for the southern 
soldiers of Missouri and th eir res­ 
toration to citizenship, 
and 
tho 
fusion won. 
The following year 
— 1871— the opposition to G rant 
continued to grow and m eetings 
were held against his reelection. 
Finally a national convention of 
all Liberal Republicans was call­ 
ed to convene In Cincinnati. 
Before this convention mot the 
Labor R eform ers nom inated for 
President, David Davis, who had 
been IJncoln's political m anager 
in 1860, holding their convention 
at Columbus, Ohio. 
Davis first 
sent a 
non-com m ittal 
dispatch 
and later declined the nom ination. 
They 
then 
nom inated 
C harles 
O’Conor of New York. 
The Prohibitionists began th eir

Crltioixe Return Plan. 
The lone eagle abruptly ends 
his flight toward heavenly utopia 
and swoops to perch him self on the 
filthy boughs with vultures.

American Ships To 
Speed Country's 
Trahs-Ocean Mails

W ashington 
(/P)— W ithin 
a 
year the postoffice departm ent ex­ 
pects to have its m ail bags carried 
over m ore than a score of ocean 
routes on 
American-built 
ships 
flying the American flag— with 
American officers and a crew of 
which a t least half are citizens of 
this country. 
Contracts for carrying the mails 
are being awarded 
for 10-year 
periods to shippers 
who 
avail 
them selves of 
the 
construction 
and rebuilding loan fund of $250,- 
000,000 set aside for this purpose 
by 
the 
Jones-W hite 
Merchant 
Marine Act, which 
became 
law 
May 23. 
Under term s of this 
act, 
the 
governm ent frankly 
enters 
the 
lists against the world maritime 
powers, which since the civil war 
have carried the major Bhare of 
American products consigned, on 
a new program designed with an 
age-old objective— to carry Am­ 
erican cargoes in American ships. 
Shipbuilders can borrow from 
the fund, for 20 year periods, up 
to 75 percent of the cost of new 
vessels and the sam e proportion 
of th e expense entailed to remo­ 
del or equip ships already built. 
For vessels to be 
operated 
in 
transoceanic service the interest 
rate shall be the lowest on any 
governm ent obligation outstand­ 
ing at the tim e the loan is made, 
and for ships in 
the 
coastwise 
trade th e rate is five and one-half 
percent. 
H eretofore the shipping 
board could m ake loans only up 
to 50 per cent of the construction 
cost. 
Particularly lucrative 
to 
the 
shippers w ill be the compensation 
from the m ails, which it Is esti­ 
m ated w ill total nearly $15,000,- 
000 annually 
when 
the 
routes 
now contracted for or contem plat­ 
ed are in operation. 
Vessels are 
divided into seven classes as to 
speed and tonnage and 
will 
be 
paid rates from $1-50 a nautical 
m ile for 10-knot carriers to $12 
a m ile for 24-knot ships. 
Addi­ 
tional compensation 
is provided 
on this ratio for faster ships, and 
this inducem ent is expected 
to 
provide much faster service. The 
new ships w ill be of a type suit­ 
able for service as naval or m ili­ 
tary auxiliary in tim e of war or 
natioual em ergency.

Checking the perspiration

these places w here it annoys w ill 


affect such a sm all portion that 
no harm w ill result. 
It is 
necessary, 
however, 
to 
wash the part 
very 
thoroughly 
with soap and water before apply­ 
ing perspiration rem edies, 
so as 
to lessen the possibility of closing 
in any of the skin germ s. If there 
should be any pus germ s enclosed, 
a boil or abscess m ight result. 
A good perspiration check and 
also deodorant for the arm pits is 
a 25 percent solution of aluminum 
chloride. A little of this is patted 
on after w ashing and drying the 
parts.

the feet, a solution of one ounce 
of formalin to the quart of water, 
is effective.

There they put his nam e 
down as Ulysses S. G rant, and he 
made the “ S” stand for Simpson 
and ever after signed his nam e 
in th a t way* W ilson’s real nam e 
was Jerem iah Colbath. In his days 
at th e Natick shoebench he stud­ 
ied oratory and politics, and was 
such an adm irer of R epresentative 
W ilson of New H am pshire, th a t 
he adopted his nam e and kept It. 
Greeley’s D eath Presents Problem . 
The Democratic convention ac­ 
cepted the nom ination of Greeley 
and Brown and m ade the Liberal 
Republican ticket Its 
own,

the protest of Bayard of Delaware 
and Voorhees of Indiana. 
Everything pointed to a Liberal 
Republican-Dem ocratic 
trium ph. 
Greeley 
had thundered

Louisiana and so th e state lost 
Its right to participate in the elec­ 
tion. The Greeley votes were also 
throw n out. 
The sam e fate met 
the vote of A rkansas. 
T here was 
a rule th at there could be no de­ 
bate on the question, bo wjien it 
was found in the Senate th a t the 
returns did not bear th e seal of 
the state, 
they 
w ere 
rejected. 
The Senate did not know 
that 
A rkansas had no seal, 
and 
dis­ 
franchised th e state because of its 
ignorance.

game of Badminton, which was

ments to use a section 
of 
the 
Coliseum floor for the badminton 
court, which in some respects re­ 
sembles a tennis court.

Marie, Ontario, to give an exhi­ 
bition so as to familiarize

general public with the main fea­ 
tures of badminton. 
The name— Badminton — was 
derived from that of the county

where the game, as we know it, 
was first played in England 
in 
1873 and where, ever since, 
It 
has both retained and

in popularity. 
To those not familiar with 
it, 
badminton as modernly develop­ 
ed, is tennis, 
modified.

on a rectangular 
court, 
but of sm aller area than tennis, 
with net in center; with rackera, 
much lighter, however, than ten­ 
nis 
rackets— averaging 
around 
six ounces; an d 
with 
shuttle 
cock in place of 
an 
air-ftlled 
ball. 
Shuttlecocks are made up on a 
cork base with white kid 
bot­ 
toms for indoor play— for 
bad­ 
minton is both a 
summer 
and 
winter game— and rubber 
bot­ 
toms for outdoor use. The net is 
2 ft teQt ln depth, leaving open 
space between it and the ground. 
Badminton, briefly, is 
played 
by one or two players on a side, 
the points 'being 15 or 21 aces to 
a set as the players may arrange. 
One serves as In tennis, but the 
shuttlecock must 
be 
met 
In 
flight, not on the rebound. If it 
falls to the ground 
it 
counts 
against the player missing it. The 
rules are simple and easily un­ 
derstood. 
The statem ent has not 
infre­ 
quently been made that badmin­ 
ton m ust be a soft game. 
Quite 
the contrary, all expert badmin­ 
ton players will tell you that it is 
a faster game than tennis, more 
strenuous. It requires 
unusually 
rapid coordinated thinking 
and 
movement, and a high degree of 
technique. It necessitates an Inor­ 
dinate amount of chasing, caused 
by the alternate 
use 
of 
the 
“drop” and the lob, or clearing 
stroke. And, generally, it puts as 
severe a strain on the muscles as 
tennis. Tennis folk 
In 
England 
and Canada have 
long 
played 
badminton 
during 
the 
winter 
months, both bo keep in physical 
trim and sustain their technique.
